W ashington. .Tune 2 0 — The tim e of 
the cabinet meeting was consumed in 
large part by the consideration of the 
lefeal questions involved in the deci­ 
sion of the Toited States governm ent 
to disregard the decision of the court 
af V irginia and seize the incom plete 
gunboat Galveston at the Trigg ship­ 
yards in Richm ond.
